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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . In view of applicant's response filed on 21 January 2005, the examiner is withdrawing 
the election of species requirement as set forth on pages 3-4 in Office action mailed on 1 October 
2004. Claims 1-45 and 67-75 are subject to an election of species requirement as set forth 
below. However, claims 46-66 directed to the non-elected Inventions II and III, as set forth on 
pages 2-3 in the Office action mailed on 1 October 2004 remain withdrawn fi*om consideration. 

2. Since the applicant elected Invention I (in response filed on 1 November 2004), a further 
restriction to a distinct species, as set forth below, is required.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
